to bring the bodies of 11 miners to 
the surface, i - 

Futterer sald yesterday that a 
series of tests being made by his 
workers will determine whether 
the fire which broke out last 
Thursday morning dcep in the 
mine had been extinguished fol- 
lowing the sealing of the mine 
and subsequent flooding opera- 
tions. 

Two crews of men have been 
working above ground for the past 
two days with diamond drills“in 
an attempt to reach the spot 
where the fire originated. They 
will lower thermometers in the 
bored holes in an attempt to re- 
gister the heat — if any — of the 
10th level. B 

If the fire has been extinguish- 
ed, operations will begin imme- 
diately to drain the mine of water 
and rescue workers will attempt 
to bring the bodies to the surface 
for the coroner's inquest. Gas 
fumes will have to be cleared be- 
fore the miners can resume work. 
This is expected to take a week 
after the fire has been declared 
extinguished. 

The community has returned to 
normal. School boys yesterday 
were playing baseball only a 
stone’s throw from where last 
week Quebec suffered its worst 
mine disaster.

SKETCHY ACROS 
THE PROVINCE 


3%-Pound Beauty Taken 
From Burleigh Falls by 
Peterborough Angler 


(By The Canadian Press) 

A buttermilk sky that sudden- 
ly turned sour and earth soggy 
from overnight rain greeted eager 
angler in Southern Ontario as the 
trout season opened yesterday 
while in northern districts. ice- 
bound lakes and streams protect- 
ed the five varieties of the sal- 
mon's relatives from fishermen 
“juse dyin’ to get, at 'em.” 

But where creeks ran inviting- 
ly and where lakes were ice-free, 
anxiety of the trout to gulp bait 
“fixed” by amateur or veteran 
was evident in the heavy catches 
reported. 

At Peterboro a downpour of 
rain before five o'clock drenched 
the army of fishermen — better 
known as the “galaxy of prevari- 
cators” — who thronged streams 
long before sun. up. But by. 10 
o'clock several parties were re- 
turning with limit catches. ‘ 
Ken Weenberg of Peterboro took 
the Ontario laurels when he haul- 
ed a 3%-pound speckled trout 
from the popular Eels Creek near 
Burleigh Falls, using a worm. 

In the Kitchener-Woodstock 
area hundreds ag 8 lines into 
every creek in the 
noon half of them were home 
with the limit in their creeis, 

Heavy floods in the London dis- 
trict put the trout in creeks and 
streams of Middlesex county 
slightly off their schedule. 

In the Sault Ste. Marie region 
fishermen were reluctantly sitting 
in their homes looking out win- 
tery wipdows at lakes and rivers 
acco: ting scattered ice-floes. 
Experts say the trout fishing in 
the district is two to four weeks 
behind schedule. 5 

Colder weather and a heavy 
mist made fishing conditions far 
from ideal at Owen Sound, There 
were no good catcher reported, 

At North Bay, which ordinari- 
ly becomes a no-man's town on 
May 1 because the trout fishing is 
famous ana the number of fisher- 
men are legion, even the most 
intrepid anglers could: be seen 
lurking about “thelr homes and 
offices, There is still snow in the 
bush and the streams and lakes 
are frigid with ice and-slush.

‘Rationing Stays 
‘In ‘New Zealand 


Gisborne, Wz, Z., (CP)—Ra- 
tioning of the four food commod- 
| ities still fully controlled in New 
Zealand—meat, butter, tea and 
sugar—is likely to continue for 
the rest of the year. at least. 

“Supply Minister S. G. Sulll- 
van, states that rationing of but- 
ter will continue as long a the 
need for fats in Britain ‘is of 
vital concern. It appeared that 
the need would continue until 
early next year. The general 
impression in the trade is that 
meat rationing will also continue 
until Britain’s meat supply posi- 
tion has been considerably eased. 

Present rations in New Zealand 
are: tea, two ounces per week; 
butter, six ounces; sugar, 12 
ounces; meat,» 24 cents worth. 
Although the latter is a consid~ 
erable restriction for New Zeal- 
anders, who before the war were 
the world's largest per capita 
meat eaters, it ts not so severe 

as it sounds. Meat is cheap in 
New Zealand and many types of 
meat, such as hat, bacon, saus- 
ages, and kidneys, are exclud- 
ed from the ration. 

Numerous other foods, although 
not on a regular ration tor adults, 
are subject to various forms of 
control. It is forbidden to sell 
cream to the public and eggs arc 
in such short supply that,at timcs 
only a all weekly ration for 

children's available.

No Arrests Made 


The warehouse cache was dis- 
covered by two Toronto detec- 
tives, Alex Deans and Arthur 
Keay, who had been working on 
the case for several weéks. No 
arrests have been made as yet in 
connection with the recovery 
here, but at Montreal three men 
are being held by police.

Whenever, as sometimes happens, 
mean colds and heavy respiratory 
infections showed up, the blanket 
and floor measures were of no 
The disinfectant roccal is quick 
death for-most germs but !s not 
good for internal use. It is a syn- 
thetic product.

The major effort will be borne 
by an “atomic train” leaving Lon- 
don carly in September for 55 
provincial towns and cities. Sclen- 
tists touring with the train will 
lecture on basic physics and the 
train will carry exhibits to illus- 
trate these lectures. 


Coinciding with the departure, atom

\Ontario’s Bleak 


Picture’ - 
s Slightly ~ 


Toronto, May 15 — (CP)—On- 
tarlo’s troubled labor picture eas- 
ed slightly today with the settle- 
ment of two strikes which had 
tled up production. 

In Toronto, 180 cranc and 
steamshovel operators who had 
stalled work on 50 construction 
sites accepted offers by gencral 
contractors to meet their demands 
for between 20 and 25 cents an 
hour increases “half way.” De- 
spite halting the projecty, the 
operators’ strike threw sevetal 
hundred non-union workers out 
of work. The operators were re- 


-presented by the Holstiug Engi- 


neers’eUnion (AF.L.) In their 3- 
day stoppage. 

At Kitchener, 70 striking em- 
ployees of the Globe Furniture 
Company, members of the Natlon- 
al Union of, Furniture Workers 
(C1.0.-C.C.L.), ended thelr 17- 
day strike last night. A new 
agreement assured. them eight 
cents more an hour, three paid 
yearly holidays, a union security 
clause, and two weeks’ holiday 
with pay for workers with 10 
years’ service. 

Elsewhere the picture remain- 

‘largely unchanged. At Windsor 
four building. projects were pic- 
keted by employees of Dinsmore 
Mcintire, Ltd. © striking for 15 
cents more an hour. : 

At Kingston, while five con- 
tractors signed new agreements 
with striking employees, the 
Building Contractors’ Association 
issued an ultimatum to 325, mcm- 
bers of the Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners (A. F. L-) 
either to.return to work by May: 
19 or face the declaration of an 
open shop. The strikers want 20 
cents- more an’ hour. 

Hamilton still saw $3,750,000 
worth of construction tied up on 
two building sites by 25 striking 
members of the Operating Engi- 
neera Union (A-F.L.). 

‘Two centres — London and Fort 
Frances — still had to crystallize 
their labor. positions. 

Unionized city hall employees 
at London denied they were con- 
sidering strike action but attend- 
ed a meeting last night to deter- 
mine their position after the city 
had deleted the Rand formula and 
a@ compulsory‘ check-off from a 
proposed agreement. 

At Fort Frances, employees of 
the Ontario-Minnesota Pulp and 
Paper Company who are members 
of the International Brotherhood 
of Pulp Workers had voted for 
strike action to get 14 cents more 
an hour. June 13 was mentioned 
as possible’ date for the strike if 
demands are not negotiated by 
that time.

Crisis Forecast 


London, May 19 (Reuters) — 
Reports from Canada that the 
blackest possible picture of an 
{approaching dollar crisis for the 
whole world has been painted in 
jOttawa during the last few days 
by officials of the British Treas- 
ury, are not denied by officials in 
London, Though the Ottawa talks 
\were confidential, there is every 
reason to believe that the reports 
lare true. 
| The British officials would have 
given the Canadians a true and 
frank picture as they saw it, and 
jthe situation, as seen by both offi- 
cial and unofficial quarters here, 
lunquestionably forecasts a dollar 
crisis, not merely for Britain but 
for the world, 

Some British officials believe 
that the world simply has not 
enough gold to square its accounts 
with the United States. 

Unofficial opinion is typified by 
the bald statement of the weekly 
publication, the Economist, that 
first-class dollar crisis in Britain 
next ges is “absolutely certain—” 
on which a fair comment might be 
that, as things are doing, the “next 
year” begins to look optimistic: 
And by the statement of Oxford 
University’s Institute of Statistics 
that “a world slump may prove 
the only effective means of pre- 
venting the world from importing 
too many goods from the United 
States.” 

So far this year, the world, for 
lack of other means of paying for 
the balance of imports from the 
United States, has had to send 
gold to the United States at the 
fastest rate on record, excepting 
only 1939 and 1940, when pay- 
ments for war supplies coincided 
with a filght of capital to the 
United States. 

In the ftrst quarter of 1947 
alone, the United States took in 
more gold than American offi- 
clals had expected for the whole 
year. - * . 
Britain's recent drawings on 
her dollar loan have been heavy. 
That American loan, of $3,750,- 
000,000, was supposed to last for 
more than three years. In the 
second half of last year, Britain 
drew only $600,000,000 of it.

But when it comes to a woman 
working herself into a nervous 
wreck for,a mean wretch of a 
husband, or a husband joylessly 
keeping his nose to the grindstonc 
to support a wife who makes his 
life miserable, then I see no point 
in such slavery whatever. I am 
not one who thinks any. mar- 
riage should be broken up light- 

[& but I certainly do think that 
there is a limit to the mistreat- 


men any wife or husband should 
take. And I believe, too, that 
the sooner any abused husband | 
or wife straightens up and stands | 
erect on his or her feet and makes ! 
it perfectly clear that there is so 
be no more bending double | to 
carry an unreasonable burden on 
the back, the sooner a change 
will come in thelr marital situa- 
tion, if sny chapge is ever to 
come For to take a kicking 
around indefinitely 1s most cer- 
tainly to forfeit respect, and to

If he 
sees me-even speak to\a man, he 
gets very jealous, and if I am 
gone to the store » few minutes 
longer ‘than he thinks I should 


-Jbe, he says I am with another 


man. 

“Some people tell me_ they 
don’t know how I stand it, and 
ask me why don't I quit work I 
tell them we would starve if 1 
did, for I did quit for awhile und 
I had to go back, He wouldn't 
give me any money for the chil- 
dren's clothes or for myself, and 
would buy only nalf enough food 
for the family. If we want to go 
to church, or to a school event, 
he makes a fuss with me and is 
mean to the chiléren. All this is 
really ‘getting toc best of me, 
working all the time and no 
pleasure, so please give me-soine 
advice.”

attitude by drivers and pedestrians at all 
times.” : . 

Last week told a tragic story of 14 traffic 
deaths. This the Minister calls “the hand- 
writing on the wall” warning all drivere and 
‘pedestrians that the traffic accident toll is 
mounting. Nothing short ofa united and 
continuous safety effort by all of us will 
keep the death and injury losses from 
tnounting still higher.”

The words are those of the Minister of 
Education in Ontario, Premier George A. 
Drew, whose Department had prepared a] ° 
program to inspire-Young Canada with the 
greatness of the gift which the British 
Empire has made to democracy and civil- 
ization. 

The theme of the celebration in Ontario 
schools was “The British Commonwealth is 
a living growing family, not a dead thing. 
Its members are constantly developing to- 
ward self-government, Yet they are bound 
together by ties sturdy in strength though 
frail i appearance.” 

Such a subject opens a vast pan 
for the boys and girls, as the facts about 
Britain and world democracy throw a flood 
of light on world history. 

The program was inspirational and in- 
formative and was calculated to teach the 
great lessons of history and of British 
democracy with its ideal-of service to the 
principle of freedom and democracy. The 
last note was in the words of His Majesty 
the King, “I think of you, my peoples, as 
one great family, for that is how we are 
We_all belong to each 
other. it is in serving each other and in 
sacrificing for our'common good that we 
are finding our true life.” 

That same thought can be applied to the 
world in the nations’ need of one another 
and in serving each other and in sacrificing 
for the common good. This the British 
Commonwealth has done for the world.

LORD BEAVERBROOK 


At an early age, William Maxwell Aitken decided that he wanted 
to become a millionaire. It Was almost as simple as that for the 
Canadian-born lad who became publisher of three large: London 
dailfes, English baron, cablnet member, and man of great wealth. 
Born in Maple, Ont., srs fad 1879, Max Aitken was the son ofa poor 
Presbyterian minister. After a stint as a drug store hand, he sold 
sewing machines and bonds until he found a backer jn an elderly 
Halifax banker and became a promoter. Then he engineered mergers 
of banks, utilities, steel and cement companies, until, by 1907, he 
eee his holdings for five million dollars and set off for London 
with his bride of one year. Once in London, Aitken learned how to 
open ail sorts of doors, frént and:back. Eventually, in 1910, he found 
the door open to parliament where he did some more “merging” of 
the Lloyd George war cabinet. This service won him a peerage, with 
Aitken selecting “Beaverbrook,” the name of a shall town pear his 
birthplace, as being more sujtable than Maple. In 1917 Aitken bought 
the London Laily Express, now the largest paper in the world. This 
and his two other London. papers, the Sunday Express and the 
Standard, have made him Britnin’s outstanding publisher, “Empire 
free trade,” involving isolationism, was the cornerstone of Beaver- 
brook's newspaper policy. During the Czech crisis in 1938 his news- 

aper proclaimed: “The Daily Express declares that Britain will: not 
be involved in a Europcan war this year or next year, either,” and 
praised Chamberlain as a champ, However, in 1040, Beaverbrook 
wag made minister of aircraft production in the British cabinet. John 
Gunther calls him “one of the most provocative, original and lively 
ube men in England.” Lora Beaverbrook’s wife died in 1927, 
eaving him a daughter and two sons, one of whom-is the active 
director of the Daily Express today. At present Lord Beaverbrook is 
visiting New Brunswick.

The Experts Say... 


By KAY REX

Ottawa, (CP)—Not only is a 
cheese dish a tasty item on the 
supper menu, but it is one of the 
most nutritious’ foods that can 


be served. : 

Canadian cheest is a food of 
quality and should have a more 
prominent place in meals: Be- 
cause lke milk, cheese is an al- 
most perfect food, home econoin- 
ists of the consumer section, Do- 
minion department of agricul- 
ture, say that main cheese dishcs 
are good for children as well as 
adults, 

Because of its high protein con- 
tent cheese is in the same class 
as meat, fish, poultry, and eggs—- 
and since: it is usual to depend 
upon the main course to supply 
the protein for the meal, the prit- 
cipal use of cheese should be in 
this role. 

Canadian cheddar, the princi- 
pal type made in Canada, 1s @ 
hard cheese.

There was frost again on; the 
prairies and in parts of Ontario 
and the Maritimes last night. 
Prayers for dellverance from the 
cold and rain in Quebec were be- 
ing said in Roman Catholic 
churches. 

The weather forecaster promis- 
ed relicf today from the incessant 
rain in eastern Canada with con- 
tinued cool weather but likelihood 
.of warmer temperatures at the 
weekend. 

While spring seeding was im- 
possible in many areas of castern 
Canada, the situation “is not hope- 
less by any means," said P. C. 
Ripley, field husband of the Agri- 
culture Department at Ottawa. 
After June 15, millet and buck- 
wheat could be used as “catch 


“crops.”

Coroner's. Jury 
Brings in Verdict 
Of Negligence 


A verdict holding that there 
had been negligence in the hand- 
ling of the motorcycle upon 
which the girl had been riding as 
& passenger, was returned by a 
coroner’s jury Thursday evening 
at the adjourned Inquest looking 
Into the death of Miss Sheila Mo~ 
Guire, age 16, Coleman Street, 
who died in Belleville General 
Hospital on May 18th following 
a motoreycle accident at Foxboro. 

The jury found that “Sheila 
McGuire came to her death on 
May 18th., 1947, at the Belleville 
General Hospital as the result of 
a skull fracture sustained when 
her head apparently struck the 
base of a tree in the yard of Mr. 
C, Finkle, Foxboro, when thrown 
from the pilion seat of a snotor- 
cycle driven by Mr. Allan Dun- 
ning. 

“It Is our opinion,” the ver-lict 
continued, “that the owner of the 
motorcycle, Allan Dunning, was 
negligent in the handling of his 
machine with inexperienced 
rider on the pilion seat. ~ 

“It is our opinion that the speed 
of the motorcycle at the time of 
the accident was considerably in 
excess of a jreasonable 


it.’ 

The accident in which the Mc- 
Gulre girl sustained her injury 
occu: as she and Mr, Dunning 
were proceeding south through 
Foxboro early in the morning of 
Moy. 18th. The vehicle failed to 

e the turn at the south of the 
village and Miss McGuire was 
found at the base of the tree in 
Finkle's yard. 

Dunning, operator of the 
motorcycle, recelved only minor 
injuries in the accident.

Lake Nipissing 
Goes on Rampage 


North Bay, May 30 —(CP)— 
Lashed by one of the worst gales 
of the year, Lake Nipissing yes, 
terday sent huge waves battering 
against lakefront homes and 
threatened to demolish property 
valued at hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 

With breakwaters and stone 
wall defences swept away by 
Monday’s storm, which caused 
$100,000" ‘damage, ‘the city was 
virtually defenceless as the lake 
rose four feet above normal and 
undermined foundations —of 
houses, toppling several cabins 
into the water. 

Huge trees were uprooted and 
North Bay’s famed sand beaches 
were out of sight as waves crash- 
ed halfway*up the sides of some 
houses and sent spray hundreds 
of feet beyond the shoreline. 
About 500 houses and cabins were 
surrounded by water. and waves 
ran 30 to 40 feet inland. . 

The 40-miles an hour wind was 
expected to last until morning 
and further demage was feared 
before it subsided.
